I have to report that the said Mary Taylor did 
have a public funeral near Warsaw, but there have been no cases of 
smallpox since nearer than 10 miles, at or near Nomini Ferry, where 
there are 5 cases, confined to one family, which has been quarantined, 

and it is hoped that the disease will extend no further.

Rio DE JANEIRO, November 27, 1894. 


Str: I have the honor to transmit report for the week ended Novem- 
ber 24, 1894: 
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There was 1 more death from accesso pernicioso during the week than 
in the previous one, 3 more from smallpox (4 in all), 3 more from typhoid 
fever (5 in all), 1 death from whooping cough, and none from diphtheria. 
There were 211 deaths from all causes, being 7 less than in the foregoing 
week. The health of this port and town is very good, notwithstanding 
the high temperature. 

Cholera.—For the last few days the papers are full of telegrams from 
the stations along the line of the Sao Paulo Railway, telling of cases 
of what is as yet called ‘‘choleriform diarrhea.’’ It first attacked a 
Chinaman (whether newly arrived or not I do not know), and rapidly 
extended to many other persons, and appeared in Cachocira, Cruzeiro, 
Rezende, Queluz, Volta Redondo, Campo Bello, and Barra, all stations on 
the railway or small towns near it, and in the States of Sao Paulo and 
Rio de Janeiro. One account states that the mortality is 20 per cent, 
another that there have been 8 deaths in all. The Government bulletin 
published to-day states that the disease is of benign character, and will 
soon become extinct. 

The health officer here told me this morning that expert bacteriolo 
gists have been sent to the infected district and reported that they had 
as yet failed to find the bacillus of Koch. Both the State and General 
Governments are doing everything possible to stop the epidemic, such 
‘ as isolation, disinfections, and quarantine. The railway trains have 
stopped running and communication with the affected district is cut off. 
The consul-general telegraphed to the Department this morning on this 
subject. Ishall look out for the first cases which may appear in this 
port, and at once let you know. At present the health of Rio de Janeiro 
is much better than usual. 

Since last report the following-named ships have been inspected and 
received bills of health from this consulate-general: November 20, 
steamship Capua, German, for New York. November 22, steamship 
Acanthus, British, for New York. November 23, barkentine Good News, 
American, for Baltimore, Md.; and bark Jsabel, Portuguese, for Phila- 
delphia, Pa. November 24, steamship Hevetius, Belgian, for New York. 
November 26, barkentine Fiducia, Italian, for Mobile, Ala.; and Novem- 
ber 27, bark Kriemhied, German, for Punta Arena, Costa Rica. 


Rio DE JANEIRO, December 4, 1894. 


Sir: I have the honor to transmit report for week ended December 
1, 1894. There were 7 deaths from accesso pernicioso, being an increase 
of 3, and 4 from smallpox, the same as in the foregoing week: From 
typhoid fever there were 6, an increase of 1; 2 from beriberi, an increase 
of 1; 2 from whooping cough, an increase of 1; and 1 from so-called 
cholerina. The total from all causes was 226, as against 211 in the 
previous week. 

Yellow fever.—There were no cases of this disease reported, but a tel- 
egram from Victoria (two days north of this port) on the 27th November 
states that the disease is commencing in that port, there having already 
been 2 deaths from this cause, since when nothing more has been com- 
municated. 

Cholera.—As yet there have been no cases of this disease reported 
here. There has been the usual scare, and during the week there were 
3 reports of the disease, but on investigation 1 proved to be cerebral 
hemorrhage, and 2 indigestion or colic, which recovered in a few hours. 
Another case was reported but proved to be merely an alarm, as in the 
place indicated no one was found sick. It still continues along the 
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railway line in the valley of the River Parahybo, some 150 miles in the 
interior. All communication has been cut off, due isolation and disin- 
fections are being rigorously performed, and a police and military line 
has been established to prevent intercommunication, so that it is to be 
hoped that the authorities will succeed in stamping it out, as they did 
last year. 

The bacteriologists have made no report that has been published, yet 
the principal newspaper here positively asserts that the comma bacillus 
has been found by them, whilst other papers deny it. The epidemic 
still continues in its first places of appearance, though declining grad- 
ually. I have tried to ascertain the fact here, but have not been able to 
do soas yet. The case of *‘cholerine’’ reported on the 30th Novem- 
ber may have been, and most likely was, what is called ‘*cholera mor- 
bus’’ in the United States. I can not find that any bacteriological 
examination was made. 

The health of Rio is unusually good, but if the hot weather continues 
we may have a change. 

Since last report, the following named ships have been inspected and 
received bills of health: November 28, British steamship Scottish Prince, 
for New York, and Russian bark Hera, for Pensacola, Fla. ; November 
30, British steamship Delcomyn, for New York; December 1, British 
steamship Biela, for New York ; December 3, British steamship Delambre, 
for New Orleans, La. 


RIo DE JANEIRO, December 11, 1894. 

Str: I have the honor to transmit report for week ended December 
8, 1894. There was 1 death from yellow fever on the fourth day of the 
month, being the first since October 15 last, an unusual status for this 
place. From accesso pernicioso 5 less than in the former week ; from 
smallpox 2 less; from typhoid fever 3 less; from beriberi 1 less; 1 
from diphtheria, and none from whooping cough or cholerina. The 
health of the port is excellent for the season. 

Cholera.—The bacteriological experts sent by the Government to 
investigate the disease now prevailing along the railway line (150 miles 
in the interior) have discovered the comma bacillus of Koch in most of 
the cases, and this fact, together with the symptoms, phenomena, and 
course of the disease stamp it (as undoubtedly it is) as Asiatic cholera. 
The means adopted for its isolation and extinction so far are confined 
to its place of first appearance. I mean the district, and the number 
of cases and its mortality though slightly greater, can almost be con- 
sidered stationary. On the Sth there were 53 cases, all told, at the 8 
stations which are infected; on the 10th there were 63 cases, 11 sus- 
pected, and 6 deaths. On the 11th (to-day) there is no change. 

The Government had stopped the communication by rail, but is about 
to reopen it with sanitary stations at every stopping place, sanitary in- 
spectors and police on all the trains, and no passenger is allowed to 
embark or disembark without first being examined and disinfected, to- 
gether with his clothes and baggage. All passengers arriving here must 
present certificates of sanitary state and disinfection before leaving the 
train, give their addresses, and are under sanitary vigilance for five days, 
being daily visited by the sanitary inspectors, and on the first appear- 
ance of any diarrhea, they are to be removed to the hospital prepared 
for them, their rooms disinfected and closed, and to be watched closely 
until the attack passes. 

These are more or less the regulations adopted, and, together with the 
Same care on the part of the resident population, should prevent the 
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spread of the disease should it appear, that is, if the rules are strictly 
carried out. 

No case of cholera, cholerina, or diarrhea with choleraic symptoms has 
been reported here during the week. On the 9th a brakeman on the 
railway came here from Barra do Piraty, where the cholera is most rife, 
with strong diarrhea, and went to the Misericordia Hospital. As soon 
as his case was examined into he was removed to the.hospital at Juri- 
guba Bay, on the east side of the harbor, and his room and belongings 
thoroughly disinfected. No other case appeared, and though I am not 
thoroughly informed in the case, I believe it to have been cholera. 

Two similar cases appeared in the city of Sao Paulo (more than 400 
miles away ), in persons who went there by rail from theinfected district. 
They were attended to as is described above, and no new cases appeared. 
The State sanitary officers of Sao Paulo and Minas Geraes all taking 
the same precautions as are used here. A large steamer entered this 
port from Italy on yesterday crowded with immigrants. I have not yet 
learned what will bedone with them. I may safely say that the disease 
is not in this town or port as yet, but every case of diarrhea I find 
aboard ships bound for the United States I will order to be sent ashore, 
and the ship to be disinfected, either here, at Ilha Grande, or on their 
arrival, as may appear best. There is no disinfection station in this 
port. 

Since last report I have inspected and given bills of health to the fol- 
lowing named ships: December 7, barkentine Josephine, American, for 
Baltimore, Md.; and December 10, bark Para, Portuguese, for New 
Orleans, La.

GREAT Britatn—England and Wales.—The deaths registered in 33 
great towns of England and Wales during the week ended December 15 
corresponded to an annual rate of 19.7 a thousand of the aggregate 
population, which is estimated at 10,458,442. The lowest rate was 
recorded in West Haven, viz, 11.8, and the highest in Norwich, viz, 
15.3 a thousand. 

London.—One thousand five hundred and fifty deaths were registered 
during the week, including measles, 32; scarlet fever, 13; diphtheria, 
53; whooping cough, 25; enteric fever, 24; and diarrhea and dysentery, 
11. The deaths from all causes corresponded to an annual rate of 17.5 
a thousand. In greater London 1,980 deaths were registered, corre- 
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sponding to an annual rate of 17.4 a thousand of the population. In the 
‘‘outer ring’’ the deaths included 13 from diphtheria, 10 from measles, 
and 8 from whooping cough. 

Ireland.—The average annual death rate represented by the deaths 
registered during the week ended December 15 in the 16 principal town 
districts of Ireland was 24.5 a thousand of the population. The lowest 
rate was recorded in Wexford, viz, 4.5, and the highest in Lurgan, 
viz, 54.7 athousand. In Dublin and suburbs 182 deaths were registered, 
ncluding smallpox, 5; scarlet fever, 1; enteric fever, 4; and whooping 
cough, 4. 

Scotland.—The deaths registered in 8 principal towns during the week 
ended December 15 corresponded to an annual rate of 22.5 a thousand of 
the population, which is estimated at 1,482,767. The lowest mortality 
was recorded in Leith, viz, 10.8, and the highest in Paisley, viz, 26.6 a 
thousand. The aggregate number of deaths registered from all causes 
was 643, including smallpox, 2; measles, 32; scarlet fever, 113 diph- 
theria, 8; and whooping cough, 14. 

St. HELENA.—Three weeks ended November 17, 1894. Population, 
3,877. Total deaths, 2. No deaths from contagious diseases.
